The mortar company was equipped with Soviet 12S-mm mortars. Fownerly equipped 
with WS-m AT ¢uns, in May 1951 the AT artillery coripany was fusmishecd with 
new Soviet S7-mn AT guns with barrels about l meters long, without muggle 
brake, which were towed by old Steyr motor vehicles, The infantry man coun 
pany had Soviet 76.2-mm guns. The 13th Co vas equipped with 70 modal 98-7 
rifles, 6 Czech model 26 licht machine puns, 20 Czech model 48 swomachine 
guns; 6 German telescopic-sight rifles and ° Czech model 37 heavy machine 
runs. (5) 


In early 1951, about30 new Praca RN trucks, lO new Skoda jeeps and about 20 
Jawa motorcycles were issued to the regiment. In addition, there rere about 
30 x 1j-ton Aero-150 trucks, about 12 old Steyr motor vehicles and 5 old 
jeeps. After the arrival of the motoreycles, about 50 horses were still in 
the Dvory II Barracks. (6)

Karlovy Vary, Cheb, Litonerice (N 51/P 53) ond Velvety, about 5 im south 
east of Teplice Sanov (N 51/F 3h). Gas detection was sreeticed end the con~ 
centration of the agent identified by means of German class tubes, Decon.- 
tamination was eSfected by employing chlorice of lime. The trainees wore 
light German and heavy Caech cas protective clothing and old German gas 
masks with new filters. 


Later ons practices were held with German model L1-N flame throvers, which 
included a pressure c,;linder and one container each with summer and winte 
fuel. Soldiers wore cas masks and asbestes clothes. 


In addition, a pencil containins a cenolitica charce @ Class cylinder ¢ 
taining 3/4 liter of fuel for omploynent areinst tanks, and phosphorus 
strips for setting fire on corn and houses wore shorn tc the trainees. 
Lectures were given on remote-controlled stotionary flsine theovers and tin 
physical principles of the atomic bomb. : 


In the spring of 1950, a Soviet ceneral anc other Soviet offiecsrs veneater~ 
ly inspected the Dvory IIT Barracks and the ficle exercises, The offileors: 
were billeted in the Imperial and Puop Hotels. Numerous Seviel Picid- 
grace officers, including some who hec Cenentents with them, were seen in 
the streets of Karlovy Var-.
